OUR  INTRODUCTIONS 

During  the  past  three  seasons,  we  have  offered  six  new  varieties 
of  Gladiolus  to  the  trade.  So  far  the  reception  has  been  very  favor¬ 
able  and  many  recommendations  have  been  received  from  our  custo¬ 
mers.  Three  of  these  varieties  are  offered  for  the  first  time  this 
season.  Of  two  of  these,  we  have  grown  a  considerable  stock  before 
introduction,  so  we  are  therefore  able  to  offer  them  at  a  figure  much 
below  their  actual  value.  Try  these  varieties  this  season.  We  believe 
you  will  find  them  worth  while. 

Attention  (1933).  Predominating  color  peach  red  with  Martius 
yellow  throat.  A  Van  Fleet  seedling  but  of  stronger  color.  The 
florets  are  of  medium  large  size,  plain  petaled,  of  the  wide  open 
type.  Excellent  substance.  Tall,  strong  growth.  Never  crooks.  Five 
flowers  open. 

Blue  Moon  (1931).  In  addition  to  its  color,  its  outstanding 
feature  is  earliness,  being  the  first  to  bloom.  Good  size,  up  to 
inch  diameter.  Mauve  to  Chinese  violet  or  hyssop  violet,  Rood’s 
violet  in  center.  Extra  good  propagator.  Medium  height.  Several 
blooms  open.  Color  somewhat  resembles  Othello,  but  is  earlier, 
healthier,  better  propagator  and  does  not  crook. 

Eugenie  (Piper  1932).  Very  fine  novelty  color:  geranium  pink 
with  strong  blotches  of  lemon  chrome,  rose  doree  line  surrounding 
blotches.  Placement  and  size  good.  The  color  may  call  to  mind 
Louis  Hemon,  although  it  is  entirely  different  and  the  color  com¬ 
bination  is  much  more  pleasing.  Flower  is  much  larger  and  makes 
a  good  spike. 

Mountain  Rose  (1933).  Fo t  some  time  the  trade  has  needed  an 
early  lavender  and  we  believe  this  variety  will  be  useful  in  filling 
this  want.  It  is  a  seedling  of  Sweet  Lavender  and  thus  gets  its 
earliness.  The  color  is  much  better,  however,  being  rose  pink, 
flushed  light  rose  purple  with  small  purple  feather.  The  effect 
is  a  rose  lavender.  Good  substance.  Plain  petaled.  About  six  open. 

Swansdown  (1933),  This  is  a  very  lovely  white.  Florets  are  of 
medium  large  size  and  of  an  extremely  lovely  form.  In  spite  of  the 
size  of  the  flower,  there  is  an  utter  lack  of  coarseness  and  the  ruf¬ 
fing  gives  it  a  lacy,  dainty  appearance  found  in  no  other  white.  It 
has  the  chasteness  of  Europa.  About  six  well-placed  flowers  out. 

Wings  of  the  Morning  (Miller  1931).  This  variety  is  becoming 
known  all  over  the  country.  A  Phipps  seedling  of  outstanding  sub¬ 
stance.  An  early  bloomer.  Color:  eosine  pink,  shading  to  begonia 
rose  and  to  white  in  throat ;  small  blotch  of  rose  doree  in  throat. 
Good  size,  up  to  five  inches.  About  16  buds,  with  nine  or  ten  out. 
Straight  spike.  Will  stand  hottest  weather  but  repays  good  culture.

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Hooray,  friends  and  patrons,  old  1932  is  over,  and  a  new  leaf  appears.  The  fact  is,  that  we 
have  little  reason  to  kick,  because,  although  you  my  dub  us  a  Munchausen  for  making  the  state¬ 
ment,  Paul-Ham  Gardens  again  made  a  gain  in  business — not  a  big  increase  but  enough  to  say 
that  we  sold  more  dollars’  worth  of  bulbs  than  ever  before.  There  are  probably  several  reasons: 
we  pushed  sales  more,  we  strove  to  give  satisfaction,  our  prices  were  more  than  reasonable,  people 
had  more  leisure  for  flower  growing,  and  more  of  us  have  begun  to  realize  that  a  Glad  garden 
is  a  mighty  good  place  to  forget  our  worries. 

At  this  writing,  not  all  growers  have  their  catalogs  and  price  lists  out  so,  to  protect  our 
customers  we  are  going  to  make  the  offer  we  did  last  year :  we  will  meet  the  catalog  price  of  any 
reliable  grower.  We  do  not  guarantee  to  duplicate  prices  on  special  offers  in  magazines  nor  con¬ 
fidential  discounts,  but,  when  your  order  is  made  up,  if  you  find  the  total  price  for  the  lot  is  less 
in  some  other  dealer's  list,  send  us  the  amount  he  asks  and  give  us  his  name  and  we  will  fill  it, 
and  thank  you. 

Crop  was  grown  in  new  soil,  with  sufficient  moisture  for  irrigation.  Stock  treated  before 
planting  to  prevent  disease.  Patch  was  carefully  checked  over  almost,  every  day  to  destroy  rogues 
We  guarantee  all  stock  free  from  disease  and  true-to-name  and  will  replace  all  found  otherwise. 

Careful  checking  by  ourselves  and  federal  inspector  has  found  no  Glad  thrips.  Under  present 
conditions  it  is  impossible  to  say  how  long  this  condition  can  be  maintained.  We  are  trying  to 
keep  out  this  pest  by  fumigating  every  bulb  we  buy  with  napthalene  immediately  upon  receipt. 
If  you  wish  we  will  place  napthalene  flakes  in  sacks  before  shipment.  This  is  believed  to  be  the 
easiest  and  best  way  of  fighting  the  pest. 

We  do  not  substitute  varieties  unless  given  your  permission.  If  out  of  a  size,  we  will  substitute 
the  next  size  unless  forbidden.  We  can’t  guarantee  bulblets  to  sprout  nor  warrant  bulbs  to  grow 
or  bloom.  We  can’t  tell  under  what  conditions  you  grow  them  and  that  is  not  our  responsibility. 
It  is  our  purpose  to  see  that  you  receive  stock  of  first  quality. 

We  try  to  keep  our  list  up  to  the  times.  We  can’t  have  all  the  good  ones,  but  do  believe  we 
have  a  very  representative  list  of  varieties.  There  may  be  some  varieties  that  you  desire  that  we 
do  not  list.  In  this  case,  we  will  be  mighty  glad  to  get  these  varieties  for  you  if  possible.  We  have 
very  pleasant  business  relations  with  some  of  the  largest  and  best  growers  in  the  Northwest  and 
thus  we  are  able  to  obtain  almost  any  quantity  of  any  variety.  Don’t  be  backward  in  calling  on  us. 

We  want  you  old  customers  to  know  we  appreciate  the  business  we  have  received,  and  we 
thank  you  for  the  many  other  customers  who  have  been  added  to  our  list  through  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  old  patrons.

The  pages  immediately  following  contain  prices  and  descriptions  of  varieties  now  in  stock  in 
salable  quantities. 

In  arranging  this  part  of  the  catalog,  we  have  striven  to  give  a  maximum  amount  of  infor¬ 
mation  in  the  briefest  space  possible.  In  the  top  portion  of  the  page  are  given  the  descriptions,  the 
first  line  being  a  rating  of  the  main  qualities  of  the  specific  variety,  arranged  in  tabular  form. 
Following  this,  our  personal  observations  and  opinions  are  given.  In  other  words  we  try  to  give 
you  the  stark  facts  about  each  Glad  as  well  as  the  impression  the  variety  has  made  upon  us.  In 
the  lower  portion  of  the  pages,  the  price  list  appears1  for  the  kinds  listed  on  that  page.  We  have 
tried  to  arrange  this  so  as  to  be  easily  understood.  Where  not  specified,  all  bulbs  and  bulblets 
are  quoted  at  price  per  each,  and,  where  not  stated  otherwise,  prices  are  prepaid  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  provided  order  amounts  to  $1.  (Foreign  orders  of  more  than  $5  sent  prepaid,  except 
items  marked  collect.)  In  many  cases  wholesale  prices,  f.o.b.  Lewiston,  are  given  in  the  list,  so  as  to 
allow  growers  and  dealers  who  buy  in  quantity  to  purchase  at  very  low  rates.  We  are  glad  to  give 
special  quotations  on  large  lots.  Write  us. 

The  tabular  descriptions  used  in  the  list  are  the  results  of  last  year’s  observations  by  two 
growers.  It  may  be  that  the  headings  and  abbreviations  in  columns  need  some  explanation. 
“Sub.”,  meaning  substance  has  been  determined  from  thickness  of  petals,  ability  to  stand  heat  and 
wind  in  field  and  behavior  after  cutting.  Substance  is  classified  by  using  initials  of  Fair,  Good  and 
Excellent.  Under  type,  most  varieties  come  under  the  abbreviations  for  Grandiflorus,  Primulinus  or 
Primulinus  Grandiflorus.  Several  bear  “L”  for  Laciniated,  while  a  few  are  marked  “M”  for 
Miniature  or  “N”  for  Needlepoint.  Ruffled  varieties  are  marked  “R”.  The  blooming  season  listings 
are  designated  as  Early,  Early  Midseason,  Midseason,  Late  Midseason  and  Late,  the  initials  of 
these  being  used  as  abbreviations.  The  diameter  of  a  representative  floret  is  expressed  in  inches, 
while  the  height  is  shown  as  Short,  Medium  or  Tall.  We  believe  “No.  Out”  is  self  explanatory.

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Delphiniums 

The  Delphinium  is  one  of  the  most  popular 
perennials  now  grown  and  several  growers  in  the 
Lewiston-Clarkston  valley  are  growing  superior 
strains  of  this  lovely  flower.  Mrs.  Joel  Jenifer,  of 
this  city,  has  been  working  for  years  on  a  strain 
of  Delphinium  that  is  greatly  superior  to  the 
common  varieties.  The  secret  of  her  success  is 
that  she  never  allows  a  poor  plant  to  grow  in 
her  garden,  so  her  stock  is  continually  improving 
instead  of  retrograding  as  occurs  when  poor 
stalks  are  allowed  to  bloom. 

This  selected  type  has  very  large  flowers. 
Snikes  are  tall  and  strong  ranging  from  five  to 
eight  feet  tall,  carrying  numerous  side  shoots 
which  prolong  the  blooming  season.  One  of  the 
main  features  is  that  plants  are  very  disease  re¬ 
sistant  and  are  practically  mildew  proof. 

But,  as  in  most  flowers,  the  lovely  colors  of 
the  Delphinium  are  its  strongest  point.  Of  course 
blue  is  the  predominating  color,  ranging  from  the 
palest  sky  blue  to  the  deepest  indigo  seifs,  violets 
and  mauves  in  seifs,  shaded  blue  and  pink  blends, 
deep  blue  and  red  combinations,  and  some  have 
several  colors  blended  and  shaded.  Some  light 
colored  flowers  have  white,  brown  or  black  bees; 
also  dark  flowers,  with  white,  bronze  or  black 
bees. 

In  form,  flowers  are  double,  semi-double  and 
single.  Aster  petal  flowers  also  occur,  which  are 
bee-less. 

The  Delphinium  does  not  reach  perfection 
until  the  second  year’s  growth  but  seed  sown  in 
the  open  in  April  and  transplanted  to  their  per¬ 
manent  place  in  June  will  give  about  ninety  per 
cent  blooming  stalks  in  late  summer.  Care  should 
be  taken  in  germination,  and  we  have  found  it 
best  to  plant  seed  in  a  cool,  shaded  place.  Do  not 
allow  it  to  dry  out. 

We  have  tried  for  some  time  to  get  Mrs. 
Jenifer  to  let  us  market  her  stock.  This  has  been 
necessarily  small  because  she  so  rigorously  rogues 
the  plants.  There  is  only  one  grade  of  seed  and 
no  second  grade  stock.  She  has  furnished  us  a 
small  supply  for  spring  selling,  which  will  be 
allotted  to  the  first  buyers.  This  stock  will  be 
shipped  in  March.  Later  orders  will  be  filled  from 
new  crop  which  will  be  ready  in  August.
